Let him decide when he 
should establish a positive point. If 
he doesn’t seem sure, order him on 
aS you would in training him for 
positive points, The dog, of course, 
should be hunted in as birdy country 
as can be found, to keep up his in- 
terest in pointing the true body 
scent,
